WASHINGTON (AP) — Faced 
with the grim danger of decisive 
Soviet gains in tile atomic arms 
race, the United States will begin 
nuclear air tests in the Pacific 
late next month unless Moscow 
agrees quickly to a cheatproof 
test-ban treaty. 
President 
Kennedy 
announced 
this decision in a broadcast to the 
world Friday night. He coupled 
it with an urgent bid to Soviet 
leaders to return quickly to the 
negotiating table and join in work­ 
ing out a “fully effective treaty” 
to make tests unnecessary. 
‘It is our hope and prayer,’ 
Kennedy declared, 
“that 
these 
grim, unwelcome tests will never 
have to be made — that these 
deadly weapons will never have to 
be fired—that 
our 
preparations 
for war will bring us the preser­ 
vation of peace.” 
But he said bluntly that the next 
move was up to the Kremlin. 
“ In the last analysis, it is the 
leaders of the Soviet Union who 
must 
bear 
the 
heavy 
respon­ 
sibility of choosing in the weeks 
that lie ahead whether we pro­ 
ceed with these steps (for arms 
control)—or 
proceed 
with 
new 
tests,” Kennedy said. 
His reluctant but long-consid­ 
ered decision was made, Kennedy 
said, because of gains in nuclear 
weapons power made by the So­ 
viet Union through a series of 
more than 40 tes s fired last fall 
after months of secret prepara­ 
tion. The Russians did not gain 
superiority 
in 
nuclear 
power 
through 
those 
tests, 
Kennedy 
said, but the achieved progress in 
weapons development could lead 
to 
important 
breakthroughs 
in 
some later test series. 
“I must report to you in all 
candor,” the President declared, 
“that further Soviet series, in the 
absence of further Western pro­ 
gress, could w’ell provide the So­ 
viet Union with a nuclear attack 
and defense capability so power­ 
ful as to encourage aggressive de­ 
signs.” 
Unless the arms race can be 
stopped with a test-ban treaty 
policed by an international inspec­ 
tion system, Kennedy asserted, 
the United States must advance 
its own weapons development 
in 
order 
to 
preserve 
“tile 
free 
worlds ability to deter, to sur­ 
vive, and to respond to an all-out 
attack.’ 
Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
said in a dispatch from Washing­ 
ton reporting tile announcement 
that Kennedy knew “full well that 
the Soviet Union rejects the sys­ 
tem of inspection proposed by the 
U S.A. and Britain as completely 
unacceptable.” 
In other reaction, the British 
government extended its full sup­ 
port to Kennedy’s proposal, Ja­ 
pan urged the President to recon­ 
sider and Congress lined up solid 
ly behind him. 
Kennedy’s announcement came 


Kennedy’s announcement that the 
United States will resume atmos­ 
pheric nuclear testing late next 
month unless Russia agrees to an 
enforceable test ban. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield of Montana said lead­ 
ers of both parties met with the 
President before his nationwide 
television and radio address Fri­ 
day night and supported the deci­ 
sion. 
“ In spite of the rebuffs from 
the Russians, he (Kennedy) has 
shown 
great 
patience,” 
Mans­ 
field said. “The attitude of the 
Soviet Union leaves no choice but 
to do what he has done, lf the 
Soviet Union is still interested, 
there is still time to come to a 
foolproof and lasting agreement.” 
Senate Republican Leader Ev­ 
erett M. Dirksen of Illinois said 
he and House Republican Leader 
Charles A. 
Halleck of Indiana 
have been calling for resumption 
of U. S. atmospheric tests for the 
past nine months.

And however re­ 
mote and Infinitesimal those haz­ 
ards are judged to be, I still ex­ 
ceedingly regret the necessity of 
balancing these hazards against 
the hazards to hundreds of mil­ 
lions of lives which would be cre­ 
ated by any relative decline in 
our nuclear strength.” 
Kennedy said that "by paying 
close attention to location, wind 
and weather conditions, and by 
holding these tests over open sea, 
we intend to rule out any prob­ 
lem of fallout in the immediate 
area of testing.”

Dairying Faces Diet Problem 
14 


The dairying industry is up against a diet 
problem. 
Last year milk 
consumption 
dropped three billion pounds while pro­ 
duction increased two billion pounds. 
The resulting five billion pounds of sur­ 
plus had to be purchased by the Federal 
government, u n d e r current law. at a 
cost to taxpayers of $500 million. 
Two factors are accountable for the re­ 
versal in consumption of dairy products, 
one minor and the other major. Some fear 
was c r e a t e d when scare stories ap­ 
peared about the danger of atomic fallout 
in milk. 
Contamination charges were groundless 
and the fear has largely subsided. But 
concern about a n i m a l fats as a contrib­ 


utor to overweight and cholesterol in the 
arteries is harder to meet. 
Scientists and physicians haven't agreed 
on cholesterol, a substance suspected of 
clogging arteries and bringing on coronary 
heart d i s e a s e . But there is enough de­ 
bate about it to make many cholesterol 
conscious and result in reduced dairy pro­ 
ducts consumption. 
To cut back that huge tax bill, it would 
pay everyone to pitch in and help the dairy 
men fit their products into the American 
diet. Most p e r s o n s can eat any of the 
products. And at least some of them can 
be included in any diet. 
They should be included, in the interests 
of individual health and the health of a 
great industry. 
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Weather Requirements 


lf it was formerly a manifestation of so­ 
phistication to pretend to be oblivious to the 
weather, and the mark of the yokel to talk 
about it — past, p r e s e n t or future — 
the American people appear to be more 
bucolic than ever in the past. 
People today seem to be more concerned 
about the weather than were their fore­ 
bears. Wherever possible they are doing 
something about it, too, by installing auto­ 
matic heat, air conditioning, etc. 
But it is a fact that weather has a more 


pronounced impact on everyday life than 
was the case in a simpler era, when 
more people remained at home during per­ 
iods of unfavorable meteorological condi­ 
tions. With long distance flights common­ 
place, as well as long distance automobile 
trips, weather has gained added import­ 
ance. 
And the additional leisure enjoyed by 
most persons usually results in activities 
that require weather of a particular sort. 


Executive Privilege 


Executive privilege, the bane of Con­ 
gress and the undefined prerogative of the 
chief executive and his lieutenants, is not 
a newr shield between the two branches of 
government. 
Virtually every President, beginning with 
Washington, has taken advantage of an 
area of privilege to keep from public scrut­ 
iny some matter which the President alone 
decided it would be detrimental to the pub­ 
lic welfare to reveal. 
Few congressional investigations, par­ 
ticularly those dealing with controversial 
matters involving executive procedure, are 
conducted today without encountering the

mg National University, a Chinese 
institution of learning, but not af­ 
fected by missionary or other alien 
influences.

Many of his friends regretted 
that Hu Shill did not complete his 
history of Chinese philosophy and 
then turn it into English. Perhaps 
no one rise can do it with his en­ 
thusiasm. his breath of knowled 
ge both of Eastern and Western 
sciences 
Marxism had no appeal to him 
Tin 
Russians tried to influence 
him but failed. One of his closest 
friends and associates at Peking 
National 
University, 
Professor 
Chon Tu-shiii, was the first head 
of the Communist Party of China, 
but Chen's activities ended their 
friendship. The great tragedy of 
his private life was when the Com­ 
munists issued a letter, purported 
to have been writen by Hu Shih’s 
son. denouncing his father as a 
traitor. He rejected the idea that 
his son wrote such a letter freely. 
The death of Hu Shih is a loss 
not only to Nationalist China but 
to be friendship between the Chin­ 
ese and American people.

Fertilizing for low-cost feeds is 
the goal of successful livestock 
farmers in the county. 
A sound program of pasture 
fertilization will return $2 to $6 
worth of feed for each $1 spent 
on fertilizer. This is a good re­ 
turn for any investment. 
Many farmers are learning the 
hard way the importance of ade­ 
quate fertilization to provide low- 
cost feeds. In general, feed makes 
up a high percentage of the total 
cost of producing milk and beef. 
Therefore it stands to reason that 
a 
profitable animal 
agriculture 
requires efficient feed poduction. 
Livestock farmers in the strong­ 
est economic positions are those 
who grow most of their total re 
quired feed in the form of good 
quality hay, silage and pasture.

PRODUCTION 
of high- 
quality feed at low cost per unit, 
requires substantial investment in 
fertilizer each year. Like other 
phases of the farm business, the 
greatest returns from the fertilizer 
d o l l a r comes from long-range 
planning and the prompt use of 
new information on fertilizer. 
The best way to determine the 
kind and amount of fertilizer to 
use for fed crops is by a soil test. 
The p r o f i t s from effective use 
of fertilizers are prompt, and the 
benefits carried over to succeeding 
years. 
Also remember the best econom­ 
ic returns from fertilizers are not 
possible on acid soils. Put enough 
lime on to do the job; a half-job of 
l i m i n g means that fertilizers 
will be only partially effective. 
Both adequate fertilization and 
liming are absolutely essential 
for good quality forage at low 
cost per unit of feed. 
Check your soil’s need for fer­ 
tilizer and lime by having it test­ 
ed. Successful livestock product­ 
ion depends on soils with good fer­ 
tility.

The “pH value” is the yard­ 
stick used by all soil scientists so 
that a common degree of mea­ 
surement is present at all times. 
It is the simple numerical number 
denoting the degree of acidity or 
alkalinity present in the various 
soils. 
It is customary to 
refer 
to 
acid soils as “ sour” soils and to 
alkaline soils as “sweet”. T h e 
neutral point on the pH yardstick 
Is “pl! 7.0”. Soils with a pl! read­ 
ing of less than are called acid 
soils, and those soils with a pl! 
reading greater than 7 are known 
as alkaline soils. 
In Pickaway County it is best 
to strive toward a pH reading of 
6.5. 
At this reading the major crops 
of our alate will bring forth great­ 
er returns per acre than a read­ 
ing below or above this reading.

FROM test data accumulated to 
date, it is plainly evident that by 
far the greater percentage of soil 
is in critical need of lime. Soils 
are inherently acid, that is, the 
parent material is of an origin 
that produces an acid soil. Then, 
too, our row-crop system of farm­ 
ing has added to the wide spread 
necessity of soil testing and the 
proper application of lime. 
Some of the known functions of 
lime are: 
I. It neutralizes soil acidity and 
furnishes needed plant nutrients. 
All plants require calcium 
and 
magnesium 
for 
proper 
growth. 
Calcium is found in the cell wall 


structure of every cell in the living 
plant. Magnesium is also a plant 
food essential to proper growth. 
These two elements are found 
in liming materials. In neutraliz­ 
ing soil acidity, the calcium re­ 
places elements which create the 
“ sour” soil.

4. If influences nutrient availab­ 
ility. Calcium acts as a regulator 
and an aid in bringing about the 
desirable range of availability of 
many plant foods to plants. A few 
elements which lime aids in regul­ 
ating are zinc, iron, copper, and 
others. 
5. There are many other known 
fuctions of lime, but the ab o v e 
should be enough to point out that 
lime is an essential element in pre­ 
sent day agriculture.

Said Caused 


By Anxieties 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
student and research assistant in 
psychology at Ohio State Univer­ 
sity says frustration and anxiety 
on a mass scale motivates the 
John Birch Society.

ward the source of frustration 
since such action ta guilt • pro­ 
voking . . . 
“ . . . W’hen the leader of the 
John Birch Society accuses Milt­ 
on Eisenhower and John Foster 
Dulles of being Communists, one 
can only assume, in the terms of 
the frustration theory, that his 
hostility is aroused by impotence 
in some other area of his life, so 
fantastic is his charge.”

Fertility Is Based 
On Several Factors 
According to Experts 


It takes more tlhan fertilizer to 
do a good job. 
Some farm ers use fertilizer ac­ 
cording to soil test recom m enda­ 
tions, but still obtain poor results, 
Extension Agent George Hamrick 
rem arked today. 
Fertilizer is only part of the 
answer to successful crop pro­ 
duction. Unless other factors are 
Ideal, fertilizer does not have 
a fair opportunity to perform at 
top efficiency and the neglect of 
even one factor may lead to 
crop failure. 
“ Soil 
preparation, 
choice 
of 
plant 
variety, seeding rate 
and 
weed and insect control are very 
important 
factors 
to 
successful 
crop production,’' declared t h e 
county agent. 
F arm ers should give their fer­ 
tilizer a chance to work proper­ 
ly by using other good m anage­ 
ment practices. Thus the chance 
of boing “ dissatisfied ”, is reduced 
to a minimum.

UNLESS plant population is ad­ 
equate. fertilizer will not be used 
to maximum advantage. High soil 
fertility and poor crop stands will 
result in low yields and profits. 
It is also necessary to use good 
seed of recommended varieties to 
achieve full use of fertilizer, he 
continued. Seed with low germ ina­ 
tion value and poor genetic make­ 
up will produce 
low' crop yields 
even on soils of good fertility. 
It is necessary to have adequate 
plant nutrients in the soil for crops 
to utilize the available moisture in 
a good season. Conversely, ade­ 
quate 
fertilization 
can 
increase 
yields, other factors being favor­ 
able, even in a poor season. 
High per acre yields under pre­ 
sent conditions are an economic 
necessity. The highest product­

He 
says coarse limestone is not too 
effective in correcting acid soils 
Finely ground limestone is con­ 
siderably more soluble and con 
sequents more quickly effective 
in correcting soil 
acidity than 
coarse limestone. 
A lime material, all particles of 


which will pass through a IO m e s h 
screen and 50 per cent through a 
IOO mesh screen, is referred to as 
“ fine limestone ”. This quality is 
considered satisfactory for all tim 
mg purposes 
Some of the lime currently sold 
is too coarst for hest results.

A pertinent fact about soils is 
that no one can look at them or 
feel them and say a great deal 
about their fertility.

F or exam ple, y o u r 
soil texture is a very im portant 
factor. 
“ M ore frequent lim e applications 
are required to m aintain good fer­ 
tility in sandy than in clay soils,” 
h says. 
On sandy loam soils with a fine 
textured subsoil, one ton per acre 
every three to four years should 
be sufficient. However, on sandy j 
loan soils with a sandy subsoil, one 
ton every t h r e e years will prob- j 
ably be needed. But an acid clay j 
type soil will need 
two to thee 
tons per acre every four to six 
years.

LIM E is not a soil am endm ent 
that should be added annually. It 
should be considered as a long­ 
term investm ent. 
“ In other w ords.” says H am riek 
“ lim e has value for subsequent 
crops in addition to its beneficial j 
effect on the crop grown im m edi­ 
ately following its application.” 
He em phasizes, however, that j 
you should not guess at how often 
to apply lim e. The sim plest and 
m ost reliable method to determ ine 
the requirem ent of your soil is by 
m eans of a soil test.

The county agent points out that 
tile efficient use of nitrogen is a 
m ajor factor in successful and prof­ 
itable farm ing. F arm ers who use 
nitrogen 
wisely as an essential 
production tool can expect both , 
yields and production efficiency I 
to continue to clim b ss they in- j 
crease nitrogen fertilization rates I 
within practical and recom m end­ 
ed lim its. 
The use of nitrogen in a well­ 
rounded fertility program m ust be 
kept in 
balance 
with 
o t h e r 
plant foods, especially phosphate, 
potash, calcium and m agnesium . 
Also, the nitrogen must be sup­ 
plied to growing arops when they 
need it during the growing season. 
Nitrogen has m any functions in 
the plant It produces rapid growth, 
gives d ark green color, increases 
yield of seed and fruit and im prov­ 
es the quality of leaf and forage 
crops.

Soil Test Serves 
As Easy W ay to 
Determine Fertility

A Soil Test is a scientific method 
to determine the fertility needs 
of a particular area. A sample of 
soil representing a particular farm 
field is analyzed by c h e m i c a l 
means to determine Hie soil re 
action (pH), phosphate and pot­ 
ash. The results of this soil analy­ 
sis are used to recommend lime 
and fertilizer in amounts neces­ 
sary to produce economical crop 
yields. 
Why should you check the oil 
In your car or truck? To deter­ 
mine whether oil is needed. A 
soil test is the fertility guage for 
your farm. 
It tells these important things: 
(1) how much and what major 
plant nutrients you have in your 
soil; (2) What grade of fertilizer 
is needed: (3) How much fertiliz 
er and lime you need; 
and (4) 
Where you need it. 
A soil test is as accurate as the 
sample sent to the soil testing la­ 
boratory. Therefore, it is im port­ 
ant 
that 
a 
representative 
soil 
sample be made. 
1. Take at least 10-15 samplings 
scattered over the field being test­ 
ed. 
2. Taking the sample — each 
sampling 
should 
be 
about plow 
depth (5 to 7 inches deep) — and 
place into a clean bucket or some 
other clean container. All of the 
samplings of the field being tested 
should be thoroughly mixed and a 
portion placed into a soil bag. 
3. Tools to use — any tool that 
will take a thin vertical slice of 
soil about 6 inches deep is suitable 
— a spade, soil tube or soil auger 
will do the job. 
4. Information sheet — fill out 
the information sheet giving past 
cropping history , previous liming 


and fertilization and type of crops 
to be grown on fields tested, as 
well as other information request­ 
ed. The soil testing laboratories 
must have this information to de­ 
termine accurate lime and fertili­ 
zer recommendations. 


THE SOH, sample and the com­ 
pleted information sheet may be 
brought to the county agent’s of­ 
fice. Collection 
stations 
in 
the 
county 
will 
also 
receive 
soil 
samples 
during 
Fertility 
Week. 
These stations will be local eleva­ 
tors. 
A soil sample can be taken any 
time of the year. Samples should 
be sent to the soil testing laborat­ 
ories at least one month before 
planting of the crop to be grown. 
This will allow sufficient time to 
obtain the results of the soil test 
and to purchase any necessary 
lime and fertilizer. 
If the soil sample sent in is tru 
ly representative of the farm field, 
the lime and fertilizer recommen­ 
dation will correct any soil defi 
ciencies of the nutrients tested. 
Following soil test, lime and fer­ 
tilizer recommendations should re ­ 
sult in economical crop yields. 
Testing does not take into con­ 
sideration the physical condition 
of a soil such as poor drainage, 
hard pans and excessive drain­ 
age. If these physical factors are 
limiting plant growth, soil test­ 
ing will not correct them. 
Other 
factors 
limiting 
crop 
yields such as weather conditions, 
insects, nematodes and diseases 
also will not be corrected by soil 
testing. 
Soil testing is a valuable tool if 
used p roperly and the results in­ 
terpreted correctly. It is the best 
method to determine the lime and 
fertilizer needs of 
a 
particular 
farm.

Tuesday. Kennedy ruled out any 
test for political or psychological 
purposes. 
He reported

Program Insures 
Better Crop Yields 


The benefits of adding lim ing 
m aterials to agricultural soils has 
been known for centuries. 
The 
present 
generation 
of 
farmers has probably been lull­ 
ed into a false sense of security 
regarding the real needs of add­ 
ing lime to the soil. Modem sal­ 
es talk of “ non acid-forming m a­ 
terial” or “ non acid-forming fer­ 
tilizer” has led many farmers to 
believe there is no need for lime. 
It is estim ated that crop rem ov­ 
al. erosion and leaching account 
for 90 - 95 per cent of the total 
lim e loss in the state, while all 
acid-form ing fertilizers and insec­ 
ticides account for only 5-10 per 
cent. 
A sound liming program based 
on a soil test is necessary, and is 
the only way to insure good crop 
• yields. Liming m aterials are the

Indicator of 
Fertility Level 


A shortage of nitrogen, phos­ 
phate or potash in the soil m eans 
low per acre yields and low pro­ 
fits unless corrected by adequate 
fertilization according to soil test 
recoin rn end all ons. 
Corn is a good indicator. The 
type of corn plant and kind of 
ears produced will usually indi­ 
cate the fertility level of a soil. 
A lack of nitrogen causes ears 
to form that are sm all and sharp­ 
ly pinched off on the tip. Pollinat­ 
ed kernels fail to fill. Lim ited ni­ 
trogen also causes firing, or yel­ 
lowing, starting at the leaf tips 
and proceeding along the m idribs 
of the leaves. F irst leaves to show 
deficiency sym ptom s are the old­ 
est ones on the low er p art of the 
corn stalk. 
Phosphate 
shortages 
interfere 
with pollination. E ars are sm all 
and are often twisted with part or 
entire rows 
of 
kernels 
missing. 
Purplish-tinted leaves 
and talks 
may also indicate a shortage 
of 
phosphate in young 
corn plants. 
A sm all, weak, spindly stalk that 
produces a 
sm all tw isted ear. or 
no ea r at all, is the m ost typical 
deficiency sym ptom of phosphate.

POTASH 
starvation 
results in 
chaffy-like nubbins with dull color­ 
ed kernels. Tips of the ears don’t 
fill and kernels are loose on the 
cob. Potash hunger also is indicat­ 
ed by corn leaves that fire and 
turn 
brown 
along 
the 
edges 
starting at the tip. As in nitrogen 
shortage, the firing of the leaves 
starts at the bottom of the corn 
plant. 
Any of these plant nutrient defi­ 
ciency sym ptom s m eans low per 
acre yields and reduced 
profits. 
You can prevent these deficiency 
sym ptom s from appearing by ta k ­ 
ing 
by 
taking 
care 
of 
your 
fertility 
problem s. Begin by hav­ 
ing a soil test m ade and then fol­ 
low through on the lim e and fer­ 
tilizer recom m endations.
